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Turks Shoot 
2 Terrorists, 
Rescue Girl 
ISTANBUL (AP) — Police 
broke into the apartment where 
two young terrorists were hold­ 
ing a 14-year-old girl hostage 
today, freed the girl in a three- 
minute gun battle and wounded 
the two youths, one fatally and 
the other critically. 
The girl was rescued unin­ 
jured but hospital officials re­ 
ported she was being treated 
for shock. The girl, Sibel Er­ 
ke n, was at first reported by 
the hospital to have been 
wounded. 
The two youths, Huseyin 
Cevahir and. Mahir Gayan, 
were wanted for the kidnap- 
murder of Israeli Consul Gener­ 
al Ephraim Elrom. 
Flushed out of a deserted 
mansion Sunday by police, they 
invaded the third-floor apart­ 
ment of a Turkish army major 
and held his daughter captive 
after letting her mother and 
brother go. 
Witnesses said an army 
sharpshooter opened the battle 
with a single shot from a near­ 
by building. The shot hit Gayan 
in the face. 
Detectives 
in 
bullet-proof 
vests and helmets charged into 
the third-floor apartment from 
fire-ladders where they had 
been stationed for several 
hours. 
One 
police 
officer 
was 
slightly injured in the hand as 
he broke a window. 
Once inside, police fired pis­ 
tols and submachine guns and 
according to a witness “hun­ 
dreds of rounds” were ex­ 
changed in three or four min­ 
utes. 
Gayan was shot in the chest 
from a distance of four feet and 
fatally injured. 
The girl was passed out of a 
kitchen window to police wait­ 
ing at the top of a ladder. Clad 
in a dressing gown, she was 
taken to an army hospital and 
reported in good condition. 
Cevahir succeeded in getting 
out of 'the apartment building 
but was confronted by a hostile 
crowd, which included many 
women. 
He turned back from the 
c rowrd, 
which 
had 
broken 
through a police cordon, and 
was seized by troops and po­ 
lice.The two youths had dropped 
a bag containing Elrom’s pass­ 
port and identity card Sunday 
when they moved from the 
deserted mansion to the apart­ 
ment. 
Elrom was kidnaped May 17 
by the 'Turkish People’s Liber­ 
ation Army and murdered five 
days later when the govern­ 
ment refused to release all po­ 
litical hostages it was holding. 
Cuba To Keep 
U.S. Airliner 
Another Day 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
White House said today it has 
been informed by foreign diplo­ 
mats that Cuba will release 
Wednesday a hijacked Pan 
American Airways plane and 
its 68 passengers and crew 
members detained in Havana 
since Saturday. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler said this word came 
from the Swiss Embassy 'in Ha­ 
vana and the Czechoslovakian 
Embassy in Washington, The 
United States does not maintain 
diplomatic relations with Cuba, 
There had been widespread 
speculation that the Pan Am 
plane and those aboard were 
being kept in Havana as hos­ 
tages for the release of four Cu­ 
ban fishing boat captains who 
have been held in Florida on 
charges of fishing in American 
waters. 
Ziegler, when asked whether 
the Cuban fishermen would be 
released simultaneously with 
the return of the American air 
liner, referred such inquiries to 
the State Department. 
Some sources said they un­ 
derstood Cuba had not con­ 
nected the fishing incidents and 
the hijacked air liner. The Cu­ 
ban fishermen were arrested 
Wednesday. 
The air liner was hijacked 
Saturday on a flight from Ca­ 
racas to Miami. 
A Pan American Airways 
spokesman said in Miami that 
the plane might have been held 
in Havana because of the ar­ 
rest of the Cuban boat captains. 


Memorial Day Services Held Here 


John N. Hughes, attorney and 
veteran of World War II. was 
speaker at the annual Memorial 
Day services held at the court­ 
house and East Hill Cemetery 
Sunday afternoon. 
At the site of the cross and 
flag display on the courthouse 
lawn, Rev. Henry Herpcl, St. 
Mary Church, gave the invoca­ 
tion, where the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars firing squad hon­ 
ored the dead. Other partici­ 
pants were Rev. Summer Wal­ 
ters, St. Paul United Methodist 
Church; Charles Wooley, Rush- 
ville Church of Christ; Norval 
Lyon, minister of Main Street 
Christian Church, and the Amer­ 
ican Legion Post 130 color 
guard. 
In his statement at the ceme­ 


tery, Mr. Hughes explained that 
the Memorial service was for 
all of Rush County. He said 
there are approximately 600 vet­ 
erans buried at East Hill, and 
that it is hoped that each will 
be identified and a flag placed, 
on each grave. Older veterans’ 
graves are being discovered 
from time to time, with new 
burials being made. It is likely 
that omissions in identification 
can not be avoided, he said. 
Stating the decorating of grav­ 
es is but a small token of the 
nation’s regard for services ren­ 
dered, he said, “The least that 
we can do for the ones now in 
military service is to give them 
our heartfelt support. Many do 
not seem to realize that the 


government of the U.S. is in 
a position to know more about 
the cause and the conduct of the 
campaign in South East Asia 
than some of the persons in high 
position who attack and criti­ 
cize just about everything that is 
being done. In a way this lends 
support to the enemy, as what 
he hears and reads undoubtedly 
convinces him that we will ac­ 
cede to his demands, give him 
victory, permit him to over run 
the non communist parts of the 
area and keep our prisoners for 
another day of political black 
mail.” 
Quoting Stalin’s famous “What 
I have is mine, what you have 
is negotiable,” Mr. Hughes con­ 
tinued with an explanation that 


Asiatics do not think as we do, 
and the only thing that will af­ 
fect then is the force of arms. 
“They consider us weak, be­ 
cause we want our prisoners of 
war released above anything 
else,” he said. “They consistent­ 
ly refused to accept any of theirs 
because the world would then 
expect them to return ours to 
us. Human life to them is noth­ 
ing.” 
In conclusion, Mr. Hughes said 
“I might say some of the loud­ 
est critics of our policy are those 
whose records show that they, 
in other times, supported the 
policies in Southeast Asia. Are 
we to follow them?” 
George Mitchell was chairman 
of the Memorial Day service.

Audie Murphy Reported 
Among 6 Dead In Crash 
ROANOKE, Va. (AP) —- The 
wreckage of a chartered air­ 
plane carrying World War II 
hero Audie Murphy and five 
other men has been found on a 
rugged mountain top near here. 
Pathologists worked today 
trying to positively identify the 
bodies 
removed 
from 
the 
wreckage Monday by rescue 
workers and taken to Roanoke 
Community Hospital. 
Spokesmen at the state me­ 
dical examiner’s office here 
said it probably would be late 
afternoon—possibly 
Wednes­ 
day—before 
positive 
identi­ 
fications could be established. 
The rescue workers said 
three bodies might be identified 
by physical features, but the 
other three 'were burned so 
badly they were 
unrecog­ 
nizable. 
“AH indications point to the 
fact that it is Audie,” said Lin­ 
coln Carle, the 46-year-old Mur­ 
phy’s business , manager. “We 
don't have positive identi­ 
fication but everything else 
matches.” 
As the nation’s most deco­ 
rated World War II hero, Mur­ 
phy received 24 medals from 
the 
American 
government, 
three from the French and one 
from the Belgians. 
He won the Medal of Honor 
after he mounted a burning 
American tank and, although 
wounded, held off with a .50- 
caliber machine gun German 
troops which were advancing 
on him from three sides. 
Besides the Medal of Honor 
he won the Distinguished Serv­ 


ice Cross, the Legion of Merit, 
the Silver Star with Oak Leaf 
cluster, the Bronze Star and the 
Croix de Guerre. He also re­ 
ceived the Purple Heart with 
two Oak Leaf dusters. 
Murphy who rose to lieuten­ 
ant also was commended for 
having killed 240 German sol­ 
diers. 
Murphy had been flying to 
Martinsville 60 miles south of 
here on business. The plane 
went down Friday morning but 
the crash went undetected 
three days because of bad 
weather and because no flight 
plan had been filed. 
Numbers still visible on the 
tail of the twin-engine Aero 
Commander matched those on 
the aircraft in which Murphy 
and five others had boarded in 
Atlanta. The wreckage was 
spotted Monday on the north 
side of 3,056-foot Brushy Moun­ 
tain about 14 miles northwest of 
here. It was reached later in 
the day by rescue workers, who 
had to hike four miles up the 
steep mountain terrain. 
The five persons who boarded 
the plane with Murphy were 
Claude Crosby, president of 
Modular Management, a sub­ 
sidiary of Modular Properties 
Inc. of Atlanta; Jack Littleton 
of Fort Collins. Colo., secre­ 
tary-treasurer of Lenoir Corp.; 
Raymond 
Prater, 
a Chat­ 
tanooga, Tenn., lawyer repre­ 
senting Modular Management; 
Kim Dody of Ft. Carson, Colo., 
a friend of Littleton; and the 
pilot, Herman Butler of Den­ 
ver, Colo.

Strike Closes 
Western Union 
Across Nation 
NEW YORK (AP) - Two un­ 
ions representing 20,100 em­ 
ployes struck Western Union to­ 
day, closing its public offices 
across the country and halting 
the acceptance and delivery of 
domestic telegrams, money or­ 
ders and overseas cables. 
'The United Telegraph Work­ 
ers and the Communications 
Worke.s of America, both AFL- 
CIO, walked off the job at 12:01 
a.m. after talks had been bro­ 
ken off in the dispute over 
wages and job security. 
Rejecting a company offer of 
a 20 per cent wage increase 
over two years, 4 per cent of 
which hinged on government 
approval of higher tariffs, the 
unions demanded a 31 per cent 
hike over two years. 
“We very much regret that 
the unions representing our em­ 
ployes have chosen to inconven­ 
ience the public by calling a 
strike,” the company president, 
Earl D. Hiiburn, said in a 
statement. 
“We know that our remaining 
differences will be equitably re­ 
solved—not on the picket line 
but at the bargaining table.” 
Although its public offices 
were closed, the company said 
it would maintain government 
communications 
services, 
leased private wires, the Telex 
and TWX teletype exchanges, 
various automated electronic 
data services and the new 
“mailgram” electronic mes­ 
sage service, operated jointly 
with the post office. 
Supervisory and engineering 
personnel were to fill in for 
striking employes on the gov­ 
ernment and business commu­ 
nication services, which are 
largely automated. 
The UTW represents 17.000 
teletype operators, clerks and 
installation and repair tech­ 
nicians across the country. The 
CWA is bargaining agent for 3,- 
100 such workers in New York 
and New Jersey. 
The company said its “final 
offer” called for a 6 per cent 
raise effective June 1, with an­ 
other 4 per cent when and if 
the Federal Communications 
Commission approved higher 
tariffs. An additional 10 per 
cent would come in the second 
year.A CWA spokesman said the 
union was demanding an 18 per 
cent wage increase effective 
June 1 and 13 per cent more 
the following year. The average 
wage of CWA members now is 
$3,47 an hour, the union said. 
In addition to wages, the 
UTW negotiations involved job 
security issues including de­ 
mands for a prohibition of con­ 
tracting out workers and re­ 
strictions on personnel trans­ 
fers.Six weeks of bargaining pre­ 
ceded the breakdown in the 
talks on Sunday.

Checks Go Out 
With Increase

The first Social Security checks 
to include the 10 per cent bene­ 
fit increase signed into law by 
President Nixon last March 
were turned over to the Post 
Office today for delivery to So­ 
cial Security beneficiaries June 
3.In a brief ceremony Robert 
Langdon, director of the Phila­ 
delphia Treasury Disbursing 
Center, turned over 4,400 mail­ 
bags containing 9 
million 
checks totaling over $1.2 billion 
to the Philadelphia Postmaster 
Vincent J. Logan. 
Hugh F. McKenna, director 
of the Social Security Adminis­ 
tration’s Bureau of Retirement 
and Survivors Insurance said 
similar mailings are beginning 
at Treasury Disbursing Centers 
in Chicago, Birmingham, Kan­ 
sas City and San Francisco. 
More than one-third of the 
c o u n t r y ’ s Social Security 
checks are mailed from Phila­ 
delphia. 
The monthly increase in So­ 
cial Security benefits amount to 
over $270 million, raising the 
total monthly rate of payments 
to $2 9 billion. Over 26.2 million 
men, women and children are 
now receiving monthly retire­ 
ment, survivors or disability in­ 
surance benefits. 
Since the increase was retro­ 
active to January, separate 
checks will be mailed repre­ 
senting the additional 10 per 
cent for the first four months of 
the year.

Top Court Cuts Power Of Police 
To Clear Streets Of ‘Annoyers’ 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court today cut into 
the power of police to clear the 
streets of “annoying” groups of 
people. 
In a 5 to 3 decision in­ 
validating a Cincinnati ordi­ 
nance, the court held loitering 
laws must be specific to be con­ 
stitutional. 
The Cincinnati ordinance, dis­ 
approved by a five-man major­ 
ity headed by Justice Potter 
Stewart, had made it a crime 
for three or more people to as­ 
semble on city sidewalks “and 
there conduct themselves in a 
manner annoying to persons 
passing by.” 
Stewart said the ordinance 
was invalid for two reasons. 
First, he said, it is vague in 
that “no standard of conduct is 
specified at all.” That is, he 
said, each individual officer, 
judge and juror is free to' ex­ 
press his own sensitivities in 
deciding whether a particular 
group was “criminally annoy­ 
ing.”Second, Stewart said, the or­ 
dinance 
violates 
the 
con­ 
stitutional right of free assem­ 


bly and association. “Our deci­ 
sions establish that mere public 
intolerance and .animosity can­ 
not be the basis for abridgment 
of these constitutional free­ 
doms,” he said. 
The justice added: “The 
First and 14th Amendments do 
not permit a state to make 
criminal the exercise of the 
right of assembly simply be­ 
cause its exercise may be ‘an­ 
noying’ to some people. If this 
were not the rule, the right of 
the people to gather in public 
place» for social or political 
purposes would be continually 
subject to summary suspension 
through the good-faith enforce­ 
ment of a prohibition against 
annoying conduct”

Julie Eisenhower ‘Is Pretty’

at Atlantic Beach elementary 
school think about Julie Nixon 
Eisenhower and the fact she 
may be their teacher next fall? 
Their reactions range from 
“she will be pretty” to “she 
will be normal.” 
Principal Sam Bailey made 
the class available for a brief 
interview on the subject and 
the third graders who may 
have Mrs. Eisenhower in the 
fourth grade seem to be happy 
about it. 
“I want to tell her to tell her 
father that our country is 
proud of him,” said Martha 
Ann Lyon. But Colette Guern­ 
sey has a different message for 
President Nixon via his daugh­ 
ter: “Stop the war before it’s 
too late.” 
Nearly all of the 32 young­ 
sters agreed Mrs. Eisenhower 
is attractive. 
“I think she will be pretty,” 
said Phyllis Ann Bernard. Gor­ 
don Glen Gruhn Jr. emphasized 
it as "very, very, very pretty.” 
Jane Koechlin added “nice 
shaped.” 
But Stuart Cathey predicts 
“she will be normal.” 
Among the things the chil­ 
dren would like to ask from 
President 
Nixon 
are 
new 
schools, a pay raise for their 
principal, air conditioning for 


their classroom, color television 
for the school and a visit to 
Jacksonville by the President. 
Teachers at the school plan a 
friendly and helpful welcome 
for Mrs. Eisenhower when she 
reports for preschool planning 
Aug. 23. 
Mildred Carr, a black teach­ 
er, said she doesn’t anticipate 
any problems within the school 
or from this community of 6,775 
permanent residents. 
“I hope there won’t be any 
people transported to our area 
to demonstrate,” she said. 
“This is an open community 
and a tourist center.” 
More than 70 teachers among 
the 5,000 in the Jacksonville 
school system have protested 
Mrs. Eisenhower's assignment 
to what they consider a “plum” 
school. They say most first and 
second year teachers go to 
ghetto schools and not to one a 
few blocks from where they 
live, like Julie. School officials 
dispute the claim, saying statis­ 
tics show beginning teachers 
are assigned throughout the 
system. 
The young couple has rented 
a deluxe apartment a half 
block from the ocean and four 
blocks from the school. 
Supt. Cecil Hardesty wouldn’t 
comment on charges of favor­ 
itism. He knew the Nixon fami­ 
ly when he was superintendent 
of San Diego, Calif., schools. 
British Woman ‘Guinea Pig’ Begins 
34,000-Mile Flight In Small Plane 
LONDON (AP) — British air 
ace Sheila Scott flew off today 
in a 34,000-mile attempt to 
break a series of world records 
as a human guinea pig for the 
U.S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 
The flight will take her 
around the world 114 times. She 
said her wardrobe ranges from 
a bikini for the tropics to three 
layers of clothing under an or­ 
ange survival suit for polar fly­ 
ing. 
Miss Scott, 43, hopes to be­ 
come the first pilot to fly from 
equator to equator over the 
North Pole in a light plane. 
Electrodes were strapped to 
different parts of her body 
when she took off in her blue 
and white twin-engine Piper Az­ 
tec from London Airport. 
The 
propeller 
plane was 
loaded with black boxes to reg­ 
ister and radio heartbeat, body 
temperature and other data di­ 
rect to NASA continuously dur­ 
ing the flight. 
Soon after takeoff for Ben­ 
ghazi and Nairobi the plane 
was linked to the American sat­ 
ellite Nimbus so It could relay 
all of the pilot’s physical reac­ 


tions to a ground station in 
Fairbanks, Alaska, for trans­ 
mission to NASA’s computer 
center in Maryland. 
“I’m not sure I want every­ 
one to know how scared I am,” 
Miss Scott said before takeoff, 
“i’m very pleased that they 
have given this opportunity to a 
British woman.” 
Sheila has a lot at stake, in­ 
cluding nearly all the financial 
load of the flight. She had a 
joke - card pasted to her in­ 
strument panel in front of her: 
“I must be successful. I owe 
everybody”. 
The Piper Aztec, “Mythre,” 
is a successor to her single-en­ 
gine Pipe Comanche, “ Myth 
Too,” in which she flew around 
the world. 
From Nairobi she will turn 
around and fly to Tromsoe, 
Norway, for the takeoff across 
the North Pole. 
This part of her trip has been 
criticized by aviation author­ 
ities who say her navigational 
equipment—a 
simply 
gyro­ 
scope—is inadequate for the po­ 
lar flight. 
“It’s going to be dicey. But 
I’ve got to try,” Sheila said.

Hoosier state can best be de­ 
scribed as “spotty,” with fu­ 
ture prospects considered good. 
Unemployment in the state 
continues to be slightly lower 
than the national average, but 
wavers too close to the 6 per 
cent mark. Summer jobs for 
students are in short supply. 
Statistics make the overall pic­ 
tures of business appear depres­ 
sing. Dun and Bradstreet, na­ 
tional credit reporting company, 
keeps tabs on business in the 
nation, They reported business 
failures during the first quarter 
of the year rose 14 per cent in 
the nation over the first quarter 
of last year. Some 2.807 business 
ventures closed their doors leav­ 
ing liabilities of $644 of $644 
million. The liabilities were up 
some 37 per cent. 
Failures in March reached the 
highest level since June, 1967, 
also setting a new high for num­ 
ber of failures of service en­ 
terprises. April, the first month 
of the second quarter, appeared 
to be running close to March in 
the number of failures, with the 
last week of that month record­ 
ing the highest total of any week 
since May, 1968. 
Indiana business appeared to 
be following the national trend. 
Some 25 companies closed their 
doors during March, with total 
liabilities of $6,292,000. This was 
up from only 10 failures during 
the same month in 1970, and 
was the highest rate of failure 
for the last 17 years. 
Business failures and high un­ 
employment caused the per cap­ 
ita income average in Indiana 
to fall behind the national trend. 
The U.S. Department of Com­ 
merce reported per capita pay 
in the nation rose 5.75 percent 
to $3,910 in 1970. Indiana record­ 
ed only a 3 percent increase to

We are more fortunate 
than North Dakota, which re­ 
gistered a decline. 
Total personal income in the 
state was $19,65! 000. Take the 
total income and divide it by 
the population and you will find 
a per capita income of $3.699 
in the nation in I960, compared 
to $2.216 in 1960. However, In­ 
diana 
is running behind our 
neighbors in Michigan, Illinois 
and Ohio. 
I discussed the problem and 
the business prospects in the 
state with John V. Barnett. Ex­ 
ecutive Vice-President of the In­ 
diana State Chamber of Com­ 
merce. He said: “Actually, I 
don’t think we are as bad off 
as they are in a lot of places.

We have 
a good balance between agricul­ 
ture and business in the state, 
but basically, we are a consum­ 
er product state.” 
Even the enemployment pic­ 
ture in the state is spotty. Bar­ 
nett observed: “ We have a few 
areas in Indiana like Elkhart- 
Goshen where they can’t hire 
enough people because business 
is so good.” 
A tribute to Federal bureauc­ 
racy: Congress has made Fed­ 
eral Income tax laws so com­ 
plex that even the Bureau of In­ 
ternal Revenue does not under­ 
stand them. IRS “simplified” 
the forms to assist the poor tax ­ 
payer. As a result of the “ sim ­ 
plifica lion,” 
more 
and 
more 
taxpayers were driven to pro­ 
fessionals to complete the forms. 
Last year, more than half of the 
tax returns were prepared by 
“ professionals.” 
As of April 30, some 1,434.523 
Indiana residents had filed Fed­ 
eral returns, and 112,721 were 
in error. The five state area, 
which includes Indiana, found 
71,914 returns contained errors 
calling 
for additional tax of 
$7,934,029. Only 40,807 returns 
had errors, which resulted in 
overpayment of $3.647,950, re­ 
funded to the taxpayers. 
Economist Milton 
Friedman 
observed: “ If we suppose that 
the taxpayer or his tax service 
spent four hours .on the average 
of each return, the total time 
amounted to the horrendous tot­ 
al of 300 million man hours.” 
It is equivalent to work of 
150,000 men working 50 forty 
hours weeks each year. Even 
on a modest pay scale, the gov­ 
ernment receives over one bil­ 
lion dollars worth of free ac­ 
counting service.

White, architect of the Capitol, 
indicates the key to an inner 
door in the safe and instruc­ 
tions on how to open the vault 
were deposited with the Smith­ 
sonian Institution. 
“They know’ nothing 
about 
it,” said Rep. Bob Casey, D- 
Tex., a committee member. 
The office of the architect fig­ 
ures the combination to the out­ 
er door is somewhere in the 
Capitol files. 
The hearings, a transcript of 
which was made public today, 
hinted the safe

petition. 


But there’s not a furrow in 
the 
federal brow, 
the Texas 
Democrat says when a shady 
character buys out a respect­ 
able, established bank and be­ 
gins to use its customers’ mon­ 
ey to line his own pockets. 


Since he says most takeover 
artists 
are 
borrowing 
money 
from one bank to control anoth­ 
er, Gonzalez has proposed leg­ 
islation prohibiting banks from 
loaning money for the purpose 
of buying shares in a second 
bank.

“ Anytime we get a prisoner 
of some consequence like this, 
we keep him separate from the 
rest of the prisoners,” he said. 
“ Corona 
hasn’t 
asked 
for 
anything special,’* Day contin­ 
ued. 
“ He’s 
very 
quiet, 
well 
m annered. When we asked him 
if he was all right, he said, 
‘yes.’ ” 
Like the other inm ates, Co­ 
rona is dressed in a one-piece 
white coveralls—beltless, so an 
inm ate can't hang himself, Day 
explained. 
The cell is' 10 feet wide, 12 
feet deep and 12 feet high .with 
three 
beige 
walls 
and 
"in­ 
stitutional 
green” 
steel 
bars 
and door for the fourth wall. An 
aluminum, bunk, stool, writing 
table, sink, toilet and m irror 
are bolted securely in place. 
The 
single 
light 
overhead 
burns brightly from 6 a.m . to 
10 p.m ., then is autom atically 
dimm ed the rest of the tim e to 
allow the prisoner to sleep and 
the guards to keep an eye on 
him when they drop by every 
15 to 45 minutes.

“ One girl was even accused 
of running a whorehouse,” said 
pretty 25-year-old Susan Shank 
of Goshen, In., one of the nine 
young volunteers who arrived 
in the Peruvian capital Friday.

said George Curfmann. 24, of 
Denver, Colo., explaining that 
the charges had been published 
on the front pages of leftist Bo­ 
livian Newspapers.

believe it," added Curfmann,
